First of 8 Articles 
“A good idea long overdue,” seems to be the general 
reaction of parents, educators and clergymen to the proposed 
sex education curriculum In the Kingston Schools Con­ 
solidated. 
A little over a year ago, work was started on develop­ 
ment of human growth course of study to serve k indergarten 
through 12th grade. Although the school system had offered 
courses In family life as part of its science program in k eep­ 
ing with the New York State Education Department policy, 
it was felt a more comprehensive course was in order. 
A committee of parents, clergy and teachers studied 
films, textbook s and allied sources, and selected material 
suitable to the various age level’s. The elementary commit­ 
tee under the chairmanship of Mrs. Marian P. Gregory, 
director of elementary education, devised a suggested cur­ 
riculum for k indergarten through grade six 
Board Permission 
With the permission of the board of educations, teams 
have been visiting Parent-Teacher Association meetings, in­ 
forming parents of the materials and approach. 
It is hoped 
the program may be instituted in the system sometime this 
fall. 
Prior to the formation of the school committee, the YWCA 
had actively campaigned to initiate a program of sex educa­ 
tion for all young people in the Kingston schools. 
Doctors, 
parents and religious groups also recognized the need and 
evidenced interest. 
Aiming at health attitudes, better parent-child communi­ 
cation and realization of the family as a basic unit of society, 
the program is not designed to tak e over the parental role 
but rather to give it an assist. 
Plant Life Studied 
Primary grade instruction in the classroom will be geared 
to the mental development and interest of the k indergarten 
through third grade child. Family structure of our society 
and of other cultural groups will be studied. Science studies 
will include delving into the realm of plant and animal life 
with the birds and bees having their play. 
Fourth, fifth and sixth graders will go into more detailed 
study of family life and plant and animal reproduction. 
The committee, in its recommendations, stresses the need 
for carefully structured implementation. 
Basic materials, 
book s and films will be the same for all elementary schools 
in the system. 
Teachers and parents will k eep in contact through meet­ 
ings. 
A lending library of pamphlets, book s and leaflets to 
aid parents will be made available at the various schools. 
In discussing the program, Mrs. Gregory said that, lik e 
any other course in the system, it would be constantly eval­ 
uated and improved as time goes on. 
The curriculum for grades seven through 12 is still under 
atudy by a committee under the leadership of George Wash­ 
burn, head of the science department a t Kingston High 
School. 
Will Hear Plans 
The proposed elementary program will go into effect after 
all parents in the area have had an opportunity to hear de­ 
tailed plans. 
In presenting the course to parents, the committee has 
sought opinions through question and answer periods and a 
questionnaire form. 
Mrs. Gregory said response has been 
favorable with most parents finding the program acceptable. 
Although ask ed for in the questionnaire, few suggestions 
were forthcoming from parents. 
Needs for the course, it is claimed, have been evidenced 
at the high school level in recent years on a nationwide basis. 
The concept of early human growth education is. in some 
areas of the country, old hat. 
Here in Kingston, it was noted families are experiencing 
the same frustration that is found throughout the country, 
as guidelines for close ties and roots seemingly disappear. 
Roles Are Different 
Traditional male and female roles are difficult to define 
as more and more women tak e jobs outside the home. The 
gap which has been normal between the generations is more 
and more difficult to bridge in the fast moving society. 
Advertising media, television, book s and films are becoming 
increasingly irresponsible in their presentations. 
All of these factors entered into the course planning— 
indeed were the basic reasons for consideration of a coordi­ 
nated 
k indergarten through 
high school sex education 
program.

Kingston Mayor Raymond W. 
Garraghan speak ing Wednesday 
before the Constitutional Con­ 
vention Committee on Inter­ 
governmental Relations called 
for changes in state laws al 
lowing a county wide payroll 
lax and sales tax. 
Garraghan proposed in Al 
bany either a one per cent 
county sales tax or a two per 
cent payroll tax. He said that 
most of the Upstate mayors 
agreed with him on his pro­ 
posals. 
The mayor also proposed the 
creation of a fire district for 
the City of Kingston in which 
every building would be taxed 
for fire protection according to 
its 
assessed 
valuation. 
The 
mayor said his fire district plan 
had no exceptions. It would in­ 
clude homes, schools, churches, 
fraternal 
organization 
build­ 
ings. and all federal or state- 
owned buildings. 
Garraghan said his proposals 
appeared to receive favorable 
reaction from the Intergovern­ 
mental Relations Committee, 
chaired by Abraham D. Beame, 
an unsuccessful mayoral candi­ 
date in New York City in 19 65. 
The budget for the Kingston 
Fire Department, according to 
Garraghan, is now $403,000 per 
year. The funds are tak en out 
of general taxes. 
Garraghaa said that under 
his district fire protection plan 
the 
average taxpayer would 
pay less overall. 
The mayor spok e of the sales 
tax that the City of Pough­ 
k eepsie now has in force. The 
original tax in Poughk eepsie 
was two per cent but this was 
dropped to one per cent w’hen 
added to the two per cent New 
York State sales tax. Pough 
k eepsie residents now pay a 
three per cent sales tax. 
Garraghan said he supported 
this form of raising revenue 
but said that it should be a 
county-wide tax. 
Apparently Garraghan’s pro­ 
posed sales tax, if passed, would 
oover the entire County of Ul­ 
ster, not just the city of Kings­ 
ton.Garraghan appeared optimis­ 
tic that his proposals would be 
passed "in the near future.” 
A spok esman for 
Beanie’s 
committee said that Garrag­ 
han’s proposals would be re­ 
ferred to the Sub Committee 
on Federal, State and Local Re­ 
lations, chaired by former Con­ 
gressman Eugene J. Keogh of 
Brook lyn. 
Beame's committee will hold 
public hearings in Buffalo next 
week , the last in a series of 
three. The first hearing was in 
New York City last Thursday. 
Garraghan said he was the 
only mayor from the Hudson 
Valley present at the public 
hearing Wednesday. 
He ex­ 
pects to be called back for fur­ 
ther testimony before Beame’s 
committee when Keogh’s com­ 
mittee is finished studying his 
proposals.

Dav id Lawrence, in his column Tuesday raises a 
pretty good question: Whose side is U Thant on, any ­ 
how? The other day , the United Nations’ Secretary - 
General solemnly made the profound statement, “ We 
are witnessing the initial phases of World War III.’* 
Then he went on to more or less place the blame on 
the United States because we are bombing North Viet­ 
nam. 
Suppose, and this is just for a point of discussion, 
we are wrong in bombing North Vietnam. Suppose 
we hav e made the Big Mistake in sticking our noses 
into a situation France gav e up as hopeless in the 
39 5 0’s. Suppose, the South Vietnamese are not as en­ 
thusiastic about our efforts in their behalf as we would 
like to believ e. Suppose a whole lot of things of a sim­ 
ilar nature. But where does U Thant get off chiding 
us? We don’t recall hav ing heard him chide Russia 
for sending weapons of war to the North Vietnam, 
and the Red Chinese for doing the same thing. If he 
has directed himself to these nations with the same 
World War III warning he sent our way , we hav en’t 
heard that, either. 
We don’t ex pect the Secretary -General of the United 
Nations to be a figurehead. We ex pect him to speak 
up when he thinks the peace of the world, which is 
the United Nations’ chief pledge to keep, Ls being en­ 
dangered. But we would ex pect him to speak out as 
plainly about the Russian and Chinese errors of tac­ 
tics as well as ours. The assistance Russia is giv ing the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam is just as questionable, 
and is making it more difficult for Hanoi to see the 
need for peace talks. 
U Thant has said that “ the first obstacle of jieace 
talks,” Is our bombing of North Vietnam.’’ All right, 
let’s concede that a halt will pav e the way to the peace 
table. What concessions does he ask of Ho Chi Minh, 
or what concessions does the latter offer? 
None. 
When U Thant can go before the world and say Hanoi 
will be willing to do thus and so in return for some­ 
thing the United States can agree upon, then indeed 
will the Secretary -General be acknowledging that it 
takes two to make a fight 
If we’re going to ex tricate ourselv es from the Viet­ 
nam mess, it doesn’t look like it will be from the good 
offices of U TTiant, at least not from his performance 
and one-sided utterances up to this time. 


NURSING HOME WEEK 
The designation of May 14 through 20 as Nursing 
Home Week in New York State by Gov ernor Rocke­ 
feller is a major step toward public recognition of the 
contributions nursing homes are making to the health, 
well-being and morale of our older, infirmed citizens. 
In his proclamation, the Gov ernor points out that 
the serv ices and facilities for nursing homes in the 
state are among the finest and most adv anced in the 
nation. 
Particularly with the adv ent of Medicare and Medic­ 
aid, the independent proprietary nursing homes are 
making a v ital contribution to the health care of the 
elderly . 
To fully comprehend the role of nursing homes in 
the health care picture, it should lie understood that 
a nursing home is not an old age home, test home or 
other boarding-ty pe facility for the aged. It Ls an ex ­ 
tended care facility prov iding round-the-clock nurs­ 
ing and rehabilitativ e care for the chronically ill, 
post-operativ e patients and others requiring long-term 
recuperativ e attention. 
Nursing homes should be inspected regularly and 
rated according to a set of minimum standards, the 
same as hospitals. 
A v ariable supplement to hospitals, they must main­ 
tain high standards of care in order to perform their 
proper function. Accreditation of these institutions 
contribute to the betterment of medical care. 


A FORTUNATE NATION 
How fortunate the United States is as a nation was 
spelled out by William H. Shaw, Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce for Economic Affairs, to the American 
Ordnance Association meeting in Washington. 
Gearing up for the war in Vietnam had imposed 
some strain in late 196 5 and 19 6 6, but that is all be­ 
hind us now, Shaw said. • The country has succeeded 
in shifting gears without causing any major disrup­ 
tion in economic activ ity . Wage and price allocation 
controls hav e not been required and there has been 
no hoarding or other signs of panic. 
“ We hav e demonstrated that we can conduct a large- 
scale military operation and at the same time continue 
to improv e our standaid of liv ing, prov ide the essen­ 
tial national serv ices and make progress against pov - 
- erty ,” Shaw noted. We are indeed fortunate. Ev ents 
hav e demonstrated that we hav e the resources to pro­ 
v ide the guns for a limited war and at the same time 
produce enough butter for the civ ilian population.’’ 
Of course, this is only the economic v iew of the 
effects of the war. It does not assess the cost in life 
and injury . It weighs the fact that the economy has 
stood up to the added strain against the belief that 
without the war, the economy would hav e adv anced 
but at a somewhat slower and more orderly pace.

Italy 's Ambassador Lay s It on the Line

WASHINGTON - The Viet­ 
nam War issue is deep ly im­ 
bedded in American p olitics 
today . But this doesn't mean 
that at p resent there is any 
clear definition as to how a 
majority of the v oters will 
record themselv es when mem­ 
bers of Cong ress are up for 
re election in Nov ember 19 68.

There are 
sig ns, howev er, that citizens 
who hav e not hitherto taken 
sides on the issues that sur­ 
round the war itself are be­ 
g inning to be resentful of 
some of the criticism and are 
looking up on it as at v ariance 
with a sp irit of p atriotism. 
Perhap s this has hap p ened 
because 
v ehement 
dissent, 
along with "demonstrations.” 
has g otten so much p ublicity . 
But the fact is the electorate 
is not too well iformed about 
the 
comp lex 
issues 
that 
broug ht on the Vietnam War, 
nor about the real meaning in 
the long run of American in­ 
v olv ement in the Asian con­ 
flict. 
When 
p eop le 
do 
become 
aware of the true story of the 
ag ression and the amount of 
assistance that has been g iv ­ 
en North Vietnam by the Com 
munists of Red China and the

of Staff had recommended. 
DisMtisfeotion with tlx * atti­ 
tude of the Truman Adminis­ 
tration on this p oint caused 
many Democrats to g o ov er 
to the Rep ublican p arty and 
help ed to elect a Rep ublican 
Cong ress as well as a Rep ub­ 
lican p resident. 
It may be doubted whether 
a majority of the American 
p eop le today would fav or an 
ig nominious retreat from Viet­ 
nam. There is much more 
chance that the p olicy p ru- 
sued by the Johnson Adminis­ 
tration in p ressing the war 
v ig orously will g et the sup p ort 
of a majority of the v oters. 
The Vietnam War issue may 
look today like a big burden 
for the Johnson Administra­ 
tion to carry , but by Nov em­ 
ber 1968 it could turn out to 
be a p olitical asset. The re­ 
sp onsibility for building this 
up would belong p rimarily to 
those critics who hav e misun­ 
derstood or misinterp reted the 
basic feeling of the electorate 
as a whole.

Any one who can see more 
than a y ear ahead in p olitics 
is a g enius. 
For ex amp le, it was less 
than three y ears ag o that 
Ly ndon Johnson was calling 
Barry Goldwater "a ranting , 
rav ing de m a g o g u e ” 
for 
champ ioning the hawk p osi­ 
tion on Vietnam. Who would 
hav e foreseen then that in 
19 67 Johnson would be bomb­ 
ing 
p ower p lants in Hai­ 
p hong , striking at airp orts 
close to the Red Chinese bor­ 
der, and sig nalling to Moscow 
that he is ready for a long 
war by ap p rov ing the recom­ 
missioning of a battleship 
that just won’t be ready to 
use its 16-inch g uns ag ainst 
North Vietnam until late in 
19 68? 
This major irony is accom­ 
p anied’by a lesser one. In 
19 64 Democrat Tom Dodd 
was running for the U.S.

Now comes the irony . For 
two y ears Tom Dodd has 
been v irtually silenced in the 
U.S. Senate because of the 
drain on his time and energ y 
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caused by the necessity for 
cop ing with the charg es of 
financial 
malfeasance 
that 
hav e been made ag ainst him. 
Meanwhile John Dav is Lodg e, 
w'ho couldn’t make it to the 
Senate 
because of 
Dodd’s 
sup erior 
rep utation 
as 
an 
anti-Communist leader, has 
emerg ed as the most imp lac­ 
able anti-Communist in the 
State of 
Connecticut.

would

Big Game Season 
To Open Oct. 25 


Although most sportsmen are 
barely getting into the swing of 
the fishing season, Conservation 
Commissioner R. Stewa rt Kil- 
borne today reminded hunters 
that the 19 67 big game gunning 
season for deer and bear will 
sta rt Oct. 25 in the northern 
zone and Nov. 20 in the south­ 
ern zone. Both zones w fll close 
Dec. 5 
"Inquiries being received by 
the Department indicate that 
hunters are already planning 
their fall trips," the Commis­ 
sioner said, “ and now they can 
bracket in the dates for taking 
time off." 
In 
the 
northern 
zone, 
the 
archery season will get under­ 
way Oct. 11, while in the south­ 
ern zone archers can go afield 
Nov. 4. This is a slight change 
for southern zone archers as a 
result of legislation enacted this 
vear. In the past, the archery 
season 
in 
the 
southern zone 
started two w eeks prior to the 
gunning season but far 19 67, 
bow and arrow devotees will 
hav a 16-day period of “ quiet 
woods" 
hunting 
before 
the 
shooters ta ke over.
